And as this may teach Magiſtrates how to 
behave themſelves in their publick Offices 
and. Employments, fo it may inſtru& all 
Corporations and leffer Societies, by what 
meaſures they ought to be governed in 
the choice of their Magiſtrates and Re- 
preſen:atives ; for though your Votes are 
your own, y& you ought not to diſpoſe of 
them meerly as you pleaſe, not as your pri- 
vate piques and averſations, or particular 
Friendſhips and Intereſts ſhall ſuggeſt unto 
you ; but with a ſcrious regard had to the 
common Good and publick Welfare : for 
the Obligation that every man ows to the 
Publick, and the Relation that every pri- 
vate perſon ftands in to the whole Commu.
